President’s Report 


Lo the Board of Managers and Members of the S. F. 
Nursery for Homeless Children : 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN : 


S your executive officer, it gives me pleasure to welcome 
Fi you to this meeting. 

The year’s work is finished and falls short of our 
ideal; however some things have been accomplished which 
give us renewed hope and energy to bend our efforts toward 
arealhome. A block of land has been purchased as the site 
for our home in one of the most healthfnl parts of the city, 
on Lake street, between 14th and 15th avenues, which meas- 
ures two hundred and fifty-five (255) by two hundred and 
twenty-seven (227) feet. Let us put forth our united energies 
this coming year to at least lay the corner stone. We have 
not the means for such an undertaking, but feel sure that the 
wherewith will be given us; fora nobler work could not be 
carried on than helping these orphans and outcast children to 
become good men and women. 

Through the kindness of Mr. John Henderson, the man- 
ager, and the owners of Mount Olivet cemetery, a plot of 
ground large enough to hold twenty (20) children, has been 
placed at our disposal for the nominal cost of opening each 
grave. It grieves me to report that we have been compelled 
to make our first interment; I speak of Baby Ruth, who was 
left at our door one night three months ago, and who died 
January 3rd. Some of you are thinking: ‘‘She is better off; 
it is a mercy she was taken.’’ But the child belonged to us— 
we lost her—that fact remains. 

During the year it has become necessary to make a 
change of matrons, and we are favored with the efficient ser- 
vices of Mrs. M. J. Hubbert, who has won the love of the 
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children and whose efforts meet with the cordial support of 
the Board. She is indeed a mother to this large family. 

Our friend and physician, Dr. Guy Manning, is still un- 
tiring in his attention to the children, for which ‘‘our thanks’’ 
seem a cold return. 

We also appreciate the ever-willingness of Dr. James 
Ward and Dr. Wm. Boericke, to give their services in con- 
sultations. 

Thanks are due to our dentist, Dr. Burns, who is always 
ready at the beck and call of the institution. 

Our secretary and treasurer deserve special mention, for 
in looking back I fear I have often imposed upon them, find- 
ing them always willing. 

We are duly grateful to the trustees, who have been call- 
ed upon this year to give some of their valuable time to the 
business of the nursery; though I am sure it has been a pleas- 
ure to spend our money in so profitable a manner. 

We are pleased that the ‘‘Auxiliary” has again re-organ- 
ized, and is doing good work, as its report will show. 

I must not forget to extend our appreciation to the Nee- 
dlework Guild for four hundred and sixty-two (462) garments 
which were never more acceptable. 

An important problem is still with us, and that is how to 
get new members. I believe we all have at least one friend 
who would be glad to help this work to the extent of a few 
dollars yearly. Let us try to double our membership in this 
way, for think what a financial help it would be. Some insti- 
tutions have a set price by which a person may become a 
member, but we are glad to accept any amount. 

Before closing this report I wish to speak of the little pam- 
phlet which is now sent broadcast through the city, asking 
from those who have more of this world’s goods than they 
can use, to help to build our new home. This little story was 
written by Miss Mabel Craft, for whose kindness we all ten- 
der our thanks. It would be difficult, I fear, and make this 
report too long, to thank all wko have been kind to us this 
year; their numbers are legion.

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Report of Secretary 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the S. £. 
Nursery for Homeless Children : 


HE report of the twelfth year of the work of this 
C Society is presented with pleasure. 

The twelve regular busiuess meetings and the seven 
special meetings have been well attended, an average number 
of eleven members being present on each occasion. On the 
first of January, 1901, the matron reported seventy-three 
children in the Nursery. Since that time forty have been ad- 
mitted and forty-three removed, leaving at the Nursery Janu- 
ary first, 1902, seventy children still to be cared for and given 
ahome. Of the forty-three little ones admitted, one was a 
foundling left at the door, and twenty-seven were half or- 
phans, the remaining twelve having both parents living, but 
being urgent cases where it was quite necessary to shelter 
them for the time being. 

The resignation of a trustee was regretfully accepted and 
his place filled by the election of another. Also two mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers were elected to fill the 
vacancies of two resigning members. 

Invitations were extended to the friends of the iustitution 
to a very pleasant reception on September twenty-first. On 
November twenty-first a ‘‘gift sale’’ held for the purpose of 
raising funds to enable us to complete the year free of debt, was 
a success—socially and financially. We beg to thank our 
friends tor the help given at that time, and on other occasions 


during the year.

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Report of Visiting Physician 


Lo the Officers and Members of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children : 


LADIES: 


HE existence of an individual is measured by years, 
that of an institution by decades, so that ten years in 
the history of a Home like this means but little, and 

yet in the completion of such a period by your attending 
physician there isa feeling of gratification and pleasure on 
his part. 

Ten years ago last November I allied myself with the 
Nursery as attending physician in connection with Doctors 
Ward and Pease as consultants. This was on Bryant street 
in a relic of the past and of early San Francisco. From Bry- 
ant street to Harrison street, from Harrison street to our 
present quarters, through four matronships and innumerable 
nurses, under five presidents, with two deaths on our medical 
staff and with many changes in the Board of Managers; 
through debt, despair, encouragement and brightness I have 
accompanied you until now we all enter upon another year 
and are looking forward to a consummation of our plans, a 
home of our own adapted to our needs, Sanitary, roomy and 
with all those modern ideas that will tend to crown our 
work with success. 

But while we are looking forward to such a bright out- 
come, yet we cannot and should not complain of the health 
of the children in our present quarters. To the abundant 
sunshine and large play grounds the good health of the 
children isin a great measure accountable; that we are greatly 
crowded and our dormitories overfilled does endanger the 
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health of the inmates and counteracts the effect of the former 
favorable conditions, and vet through the whole ten years, even 
in more unsanitary quarters, how little of the really danger- 
ous contagious diseases we have had—three diphtheria cases 
and four or five scarlet fever would include them all—and 
these amongst sixty or seventy children attending public 
school, with parents and friends from all parts of the city vis- 
iting them, the children themselves often uncleanly and 
unkempt, coming from every section of city and state. 


However, let us review the past year—differing as it does 
but very little from other years. Did we have measles? 
Yes, measles in great quantities—slight, severe, complicated, 
serious: 1900 closed with them, 1901 began with them, and 
a couple of times when we had declared the quarantine ended 
a new installment would break out, till nearly every child in 
the Home counted himself a past-master in the measles. The 
lung complications were especially severe, and bronchitis in 
several cases endangered the lives of those already constitu- 
tionally weak, and several might be named in whom the faint 
spark of life had to be carefully watched for fear it would give 
a last flicker and die out. Whooping cough was another bad 
attendant of the measles and increased the seriousness of 
the cases, and also quite generally laid its hand upon the 
‘“baby room,” 

Outside of this period, our sick room has been practically 
empty—other common ailments of children have as usual 
made their appearance, but a few days in their own bed in 
the general wards was all that was necessary. The tiny 
infant whom we had with us at the last annual meeting, hav- 
ing been received when less than twenty-four hours old, and 
which we saw through the measles and whooping cough, 
after staying with us for about six months, finally succumhed 
from meningitis, making the first death in over four years. 

This tiny bit of humanity was duplicated by another, left 
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this time upon our doorstep, tenderly nurtured for some three 
months only to begin the new year with bronchitis, which her 
delicate system was not able to withstand. 

As you know, all applicants are sent to me for examina- 
tion, and during 1901 I examined 41 children for admission, 
and 2 others for re-admission, they having been away for sev- 
eral weeks. In the same time I made 74 visits—in January 
making 19 of them on consecutive days. The telephone was 
frequently called into service, there being made in all some 
700 prescriptions. 

One of the best results accomplished by you the past 
year—even greater than the purchase of your building lot-- 
was the acquiring of a burial plot at Mt. Olivet, where in the 
future the little ones who have been left in your care, may, 
when the necessity occurs, sleep their long sleep as they have 
daily slumbered—under your protection and your name. It 
means extra expense to you, but it is a deed for which you 
will every time be thankful when any of your band leaves 
you, which I pray with you may be very, very seldom. 


Although the consulting physicians have not been 
troubled much this year, the fact of their standing ready at 
any time to aid me, creates a feeling of safety. During a 
Short absence from the city Dr. Boericke took the place 
of attending physician and deserves my thanks... DrowAy eG: 
Peterson has been of great service ina couple of eye cases, 
and many thanks are due him. 

As health without good teeth is an impossibility, we do 
not forget our dentist, Dr. Burns, who saves me much worry 
over toothaches and such ailments by sharing the responsibil- 


ity. 


The matron has been especially watchful of the chil- 
dren’s condition, and their good health has been in a great 
measure due to her care and early attention. She has also 
carefully nursed the infants in addition to her other duties, 
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and the lives of many of them were at the time of the fire 
alarm due to her promptness and bravery. 

The attendants have all done their part, and the one who 
watches over the babies has my gratitude for her conscien- 
tious care. 

Nor must I forget the President, who has been more than 
willing to help in every way, and her interest in the chil- 
dren’s health is only equalled by her interest in everything 
connected with the institution. 

As I have promised to continue with you another year, I 
can only add, may the coming year be as pleasant as the last, 
and one of satisfaction to you, and may you have the gratitude 
and help of the public for your noble work.

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PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS, The members of the Incorporation incorporated as the 
“San Francisco Female Hospital,’ by certificate filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, 
on the first day of March, 1878, have found that the objects and pur- 
poses expressed in said certificate are not work which is required of said 
corporation, and the members of said corporation desire to change their 
work, and incorporate themselves as a benevolent corporation under 
the provisions of the Civil Code of the State of California; now therefore, 

Resolved, That all persons who are members—honorary, life or 
annual—of the San Francisco Female Hospital are associated together 
for the purpose of forming a corporation for the care of Homeless 
Children. 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
March 24, 1892. 

KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That we, the undersigned, 
have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose 
of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of California. And 
we hereby certify— 

First. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO 
NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 

Second. That the purposes for which it is formed are: To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a Home for little ones un- 
der twelve years. 

Third. ‘That the place where its principal business is to be trans- 
acted shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of 
California. 

Fourth. ‘That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from 
and after the date of its incorporation. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first 
year and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: SIDNEY 
M. SmirH, San Francisco; C. M. GORHAM, San Francisco; JAMES H. 
DoBINson, San Francisco; C.S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; Dr. JAMES 
W. WARD, San Francisco. 

Sixth. That there is no capital stock and there are no shares. 

Seventh. That no capital stock has been subscribed for.

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 


HOMELESS CHILDREN. 
ARTICLE II. 


OBJECTS 


The objects of this society shall be: To obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County of 
San Francisco, in the State of California; to erect or lease buildings and 
furnish the same, to be used, under the direction of the Board of Mana- 
gers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children under twelve years of 
age, needing care and protection, and to receive State Aid, membership 
fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the maintenance 


of said children. 
ARTICLE ITI. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


SECTION I. Any person making a single payment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall bea life member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age, making a single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall be a life member. Any person making a single payment of twenty 
dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an annual 
payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member. 


SEC. 2, Any person who has materially aided the Nursery finan- 
cially or otherwise, may, at the discretion of the Board, be elected an 
honorary member. 

A member of the Board of Managers who has rendered faithful ser- 
vice for twelve years, may, by vote of the majority, become an hon- 
orary member, retaining the right to vote anda voice in the manage- 
ment of the institution. 

ARTICLE IV. 


TRUSTEES. 


SECTION I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a Board of 
five men, who shall be members of this Society, and shall be elected by 
the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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Src. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of Managers as 
a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall render to 
the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, held in trust 
by them. 


Sec. 3. Vacancies in the Board occurring between annual meet. 
ings may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 


Src. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 


SEc. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vice-President shall, in the 
absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and shal] 
keep its accounts. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and account 
for all money that may come into his hands from all sources, All money 
received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for building or other 
specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order of the 
Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS. 


SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consists of a Board 
of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. If any 
member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive meetings, 
except by reason of sickness or absence from home, her place may be 
declared vacant. 


Sec. 2. Any vacancies in the Board which may occur between the 
annual meetings may be filled by presenting the name of the pro- 
posed members in writing—the same to be investigated by a committee 
and voted upon at the following meeting. 

Ske. 3. In order to carry out the objects of the Society, the Board 


of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, 
to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and to control such 
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funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its current 
expenses, The Board shall make its own By-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 


Src. 4. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number a 
President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretafy anda Treasurer, The Board may accept the volun- 
tary services of such visiting and consulting physicians as it may deem 
proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who shall receive 
written notice of their appointment from the Recording Secretary. The 
President of the Board of Managers, or, in her absence, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, or, in case all are absent, any membor present, elected by the 
meeting, shall preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers 
and of the Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, or any three members concurring, shall have the power to call a 
special meeting. At all meetings, either regular or special, five mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The Presi- 
dent may appoint such committees as may be necessary. 


SEc. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make a monthly report of the same, 
and shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or 
special meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of 
some committee appointed for the purpose, to keep a correct record of 
all inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their 
names and nationalities, those. of the parents, and whether alive or 
dead, and their last residence. 


Src. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknowl- 
edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 


Suc. 7. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts and 
expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly meetings, 
as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall also keep a 
list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 


SECTION I. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of the Socie- 
ty shall be held on the second Tuesday in January of each year, at 
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which time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take 
place. All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers 
shall be chosen to serve for one year, aud until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified.

All members of 
the Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of 


the Society. 


Src. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven members present. 


Src. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 


Sec. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION I. These By-Laws may be amended bya vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed at a meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 
month previous.

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BY-LAWS OF THE AUXILIARY

Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for 
Homeless Children 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 


SECTION I. This society shall be known as *‘The Auxiliary to the 
Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless Children.” 


OBJECTS. 


Suc. 2. To assist the Managers to care and provide for the chil- 


dren. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Src. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 
MEETINGS. 

SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the Second Tues- 
day afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member. 

SEc. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall 
be sent to every member. Four shall constitute a quorum of member- 
ship of twenty or less. 

ARTICLE Hil. 
DUES. 


SECTION I. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both 
active and associate members. 
Sxc. 2. The Auxiliary may by majority elect honorary members. 


ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
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SkEc. 2. The Officers shall be elected annually on the first meeting 
in January. 

A special election to filla vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by postal 
to all regular members. 

SEC. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be neces- 
sary toelect. The Secretary must notify all members of the time and 
place of election. 


ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint committees. 

In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall preside 
and in the absence of both President and Vice-President, a President 
pro tem. shall be elected. 

Sc. 2. The Treasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary, 
receipt for the same and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursements. She shall make an itemized report monthly 
to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 

SEC. 3. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the cor- 
respondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records the 
name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the amount of 
money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION I. The President shall appoint an Auditing Committee of 
three whose duty it shall be to examine bills and audit them, and also 
reports. 

The President shall also appoint any committee for special duties 
that may become necessary. 


ARTICLE VII. 


SECTION 1. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by the 
unanimous vote of those present at a business meeting. 

SEC. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws must be made in writ- 
ing and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted upon.
